(57) A method of treating aphthous ulcers and 
other mucocutaneous disorders is disclosed. 
The method comprises contacting the 
mucocutaneous disorder with a composition in 
the form of a paste, solution, gel, quick- 
disintegrating table, mouthwash, ointment 
cream, powder, adhesive patch, aerosolized 
spray, lozenge, troche, dentifrice, or dental 
floss that contains an effective amount of one or 
more compounds having the following 
biochemicaJ/biologicaJ properties: mediator re- 
lease inhibitors, 5-lipoxygenase inhibitors, 
leukotrlene antgonists, and platelet-activating 
factor antagonists.
